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DONNELLY CALLS 
UN CONGRESSMEN 
TO DEFEAT NEW 
U.S. AID FORMULA 


Governor Says Proposed 
Method of Allocation 
Would Be Disastrous 
to Missouri Social 


Security Program.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 13 
~Defeat of a bill pending in 
Congress to revise the formula 
for federal grants to states for 
social security programs, which 
could deprive Missouri of $3,- 
000,000 to $12,000,000 a year in 
such aid, was urged by Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly in a letter sent last 
night to all Missouri Congress- 
men. 

Donnelly said the measure, 
H.R. 7200, introduced by Repre- 
sentative Reed (Rep.), New York, 
would be “disastrous to the pub- 
lic assistance program in Mis- 
souri.” ; 

In its present form, Donnelly 
said, the bill “is unfair and dis- 
criminatory. It should be de- 
feated since it would reduce the 
proportion of federal funds to 
many states, including Missouri, 


whose financial resources are 
more limited, while helping oth- 
— states with greater fiscal abil- 
ar 
How He Sees Change. 

Provisions of the bill, he said, 
would change the matching for- 
mula to compute federal grants 
on the ratio of a state’s average 
per capita income to the national 
average. 

“The purported objective be- 
hind the changes in the match- 
ing formula,” the Governor said, 
“is to equalize payments among 
the states by making it possible 
for states with limited financial 
resources to increase their as- 
sistance payments. From our 
examination of this legislation it 
appears some states with greater 
financial resources would be 
more favorable affected.” 

Under the present law Federal 
grants to states are determined 
on an individual case basis with 
the Federal Government contri- 
buting $35 and the state $20 
on a maximum grant of $55 a 
month for old-age pensions, aid 
to the blind and aid to the dis- 
abled. 

For aid to dependent children 
the Federal Government con- 
tributes $12 of the first $15 a 
month for each child and 
eligible relative, and one-half of 
the balance of the monthly 
grant. On a $30 grant the Fed- 
eral contribution is $19.50 and 
the state provides $10.50. 

Its Effect on Missouri. 

Donnelly said Missouri's ini- 
tial loss under the Reed bill, if 
adopted, would be $3,000,000 a 
year, including $2,400,000 for 
old age pensions and $600,000 
for aid to dependent children. 

Under other provisions which 
would become operative in 
1957, he said, the state could 
lose as much as $12,000,000 a 
year. In that event, Donnelly 
said, Missouri would have to in- 
crease its contributions of state 
funds, or reduce assistance 
grants to needy old people and 
children. 

“If the Federal Government 
is to reduce its grants-in-aid to 
the states by $360,000,000 to 
$375,000,000 by 1960, as has 
been stated,” Donnelly said, 
“certainly consideration should 
be given to releasing some tax 
revenues to the states in order 
that they may be financially 
able to assume the burden for- 
merly borne by the Federal 
Government.“ 

Current Missouri Costs. 

The appropriation for old-age 
pensions in Missouri for the 
1953-1955 biennial period is 
$161,682,600, of which $56,622,- 
600 is state and $105,060,000 is 
federal money. The fund for 
aid to dependent children for 
the same period totals $33,092,- 
750, including $8,272,750 state 
and $24,820,000 federal money. 

Last month 133,018 persons 
on the old-age pension roll in 
the state received grants aver- 
aging $50.07, a total of $6,659,- 
583. The aid to dependent 
children roll totaled 20,248 fami- 
lies including 51,914 children, 
and benefits totaled $1,336,169, 
an average of $25.74 a child.

Now that the county highway bond 
issue has failed, there is only one 
answer to our problem of con 
highways and streets in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county. That is ade- 
quate railroad suburban train serv- 
ice’ 


ce. 

This could be accomplished with- 
out an election and without expense 
to the people of St. Louis or the 
county. The Chamber of Commerce 
organizations in the city and county 
could get together and persuade the 
Public Service Commission that it 
should act once in the interest of the 
public instead of catering to the big 
railroad combine. 

Of course, the railroads would 
claim that passenger train service 
would be a losing proposition. This 
is debatable. However, thig does not 
alter the fact that they art still 
operating on a certificate of public 
conyenience and necessity. 

The writer lived in Webster 
Groves for 17 years and rode the 
Frisco suburban trains to and from 
work daily for 10 years. In addition 
to the Frisco service, the Missouri 
Pacific had a number of good trains 
that served miany stations between 
St. Louis and Valley Park. At the 
same time the Rock Island and 
Wabash served the northern and 
western parts of the county. 

Due to the railroads’ plea of in- 
adequate revenue, the Public Serv- 
ice Commission let them tear down 
their stations and cancel this service. 

This writer also lived in Chicago 
from 1936 to 1944, and rode the 
Iifffiois Central electric trains from 
7400 south. This trip took exactly 
1%. minutes to the Loop. Today the 
Tifinois Central in Chicago runs 
about 450 suburban trains daily. In 
addition, many other railroads: serve 
Chicago with commuter service from 
all directions. Imagine what would 
happen, to Chicago’s traffie if all of 
these services would be canceled. 

St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
did a good job in helping to straight- 
en out our traffic snarl. I would sug- 
gest, that the same men be appointed 
to study the proposal of railroad su- 
burban service. *

A rudimentary food stamp plan was in oper- 
ation during the late 308. It disappeared during 
the war, when the goal was unlimited food pro- 
duction and when high incomes enabled most 
families to provide for themselves. Now the 
farm surpluses are back, and as shown in Dunk- 
lin county in some cases the inadequate diets 
and inadequate incomes are back. Why not give 
serious consideration to the simple and unassail- 
able idea of bringing the surpluses and the hun- 
gry within reach of each other? 

This idea could, if given a chance, change the 
whole nature of the presently sterile debate over 
farm policy. No great principle, but only expedi- 
ency, is involved in the dispute as to whether 
farm prices should be supported at 100 per cent, 
90 per cent or 75 per cent of parity. 

What has not been adequately discussed is 
the principle of stimulating food, consumption 
as against that of curtailing farm production. 
Food stamps, expanded school lunches, possibly 
factory canteens and direct spbsidy payments . 
to farmers—all of these methods of expanding 
consumption, as well as surplus distribution 
where possible overseas—should be studied as 
long-range substitutes for the present farm pol- 
icy of price supports and crop control. 

As C. Clyde Mitchell, University of Nebraska 
farm economist, told Congress last week, “There 
are no surpluses in the human sense.” Senator 
Douglas of Illinois said the same thing recently 
on “Meet the Press.” 

The real farm problem, here and in the world, 
is not one of producing less, but of finding ways 
by which needed production gets into the hands 
of the needy.

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Ignoring the Children 

In each of the last six years the first Monday 
in February has been a day for focusing atten- 
tion on preventive dentistry for children. Usual- 
ly the Mayor has proclaimed it Children’s Den- 
tal Health Day, as Mayor Tucker did this year, 
and the dentists have done their level best to 
teach prevention as a means of licking the den- 
tal health problem.

The Danger That Isn’t There 


Figures are swelling like frogs in Washington 
these days, There are, for example, those 2200 
“subversives” scratched off thé Government pay- 
roll. Smaller but just as interesting are “the 200 
United Nations treaties” in which the Senate 
Judiciary Committee saw a néed for the Bricker 
amendment. 2 

A little questioning by The New York Times“: 
Arthur Krock showed that only 54 treaties have 
been concluded under United Nations auspices. 
And the United States is party to only six of 
these — routine agreements on telecommunica- 
tions, drugs, the white slave traffic, etc. 
Meanwhile the United States has declined to 
sign 18 U.N. treaties, and the Administration has 
announced its intention of declining to sign a 
number of others. Nine treaties are pending in 
the Senate. Only the now toothless one on geno- 
cide has had wide attention. The others deal 
with copyrights, audio-visual materials and such. 


Thus, iw the light of the facts, the United 
States has done little more than enter into a few 


technical agreements which, had they not been 


drawn through the convenient mechanism of the 
U.N., would have had to be worked out by a 
more laborious process, Amending the Constitu- 
tion to put hurdles in the way of such routine 
international arrangements is preposterous. 

But protecting our freedom and our sovereign- 
ty against a couple of hundred treaties—even if 
three-fourths of them are non-existant—is some- 
thing else again. It is, as a matter of fact, an ef- 
fort to bamboozle us into alarm over a danger 
which does not exist even in the thinnest of thin 
air. And it adds up to a good reason for sticking 
Senator Bricker’s amendment into the most con- 
venient pigeon-hole.

Last September a bipartisan committee in

Highways for Pump Priming? 

President Eisenhower's ‘proposal of a sharp 
increase in federal highway grarits, only three 
weeks after his budget message went to Con- 
gress, will be widely interpreted as a response 
to growing demands for stepped-up public works 
to offset X.“ (Let X“ equal whatever it is that 
has been variously described as a readjustment, 


‘leveling-off, recession and depression). 


With or without X.“ a strong case can be 
made for an expanded highway program to bring 
the nation’s road system abreast of current 
needs. But Congress ought to be clear on just 
what ita purpose is if it adopts the President's 


proposal to increase highway grants from 


$575,000,000 to $800,000,000 a year. 


If the main purpose is to offset X.“ then sev- 
eral other questions should be considered as well 


_as that of increasing federal outlays. 


One question ig whether the federal gasoline 
tax.ought to stay at 2 cents a gallon, as the 
President suggests, or drop to 114 cents on April 
1 as present law provides. Some economists 
weuld say that for pump-priming purposes the 
tax ought to drop while highway expenditures 
go. up. 

Another question is the ability of the states 


_ to match the proposed new grants dollar for dol- 


lar. Some states, like Missouri, are already 
matching about all of the federal funds they 
can unless they increase taxes, whether on gas- 
oline or something else. 

A new federal program only part of which 
were matched by the states would be only par- 
tially effective as a public-works stimulant to 
offset X.“ Should the United States, in these 
circumstances, continue to require dollar-for- 
dollar matching, or should it offer, as some 
highway legislation before Congress has pro- 
‘posed, two federal dollars for one from the 
state? 

Whatever the right answers to these questions 
may be, many Congressmen no doubt will sup- 
port an expanded highway program for its own 
sake. If that program is intended to serve an- 
other purpose as well, however, then it is only 
common sense to make it as effective in that re- 
spect as possible.

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Where There's a Will... 

Only one of the 10 major proposals for down- 
town redevelopment now before the City Plan 
Commission seems susceptible of relatively 
speedy realization. That is the one for commuter 
train service to a terminal beneath either the 
Old Post Office or the Arcade building at Eighth 
and Olive streets. 


Not only does a tunnel already run under 


Fighth street to this point, but both the Post 
Office and Arcade buildings contain basement 
loading platforms. Certain railroads have been 
quoted as claiming these facilities are inade- 
quate. Yet the tunnel is currently used every 
day by many freight trains and a few passenger 
trains. If it is adequate for those trains, why 
would it q inadequate for commuter trains? 
At least two St. Louis railroads ought to. be 
able to provide commuter service to Eighth and 
Olive. They are the Frisco and the Missouri 
Pacific. The latter now provides a sharply lim- 
ited ‘service on its Pacific local to Union Station, 
hardly the best location for a commuter train’

Poor Way to Pay for a Library 


' Public Library 


Analysis of Compton report on 25 years of St. Louis Public 
Library suggests mill tax system is a millstone, writer says; he 
declares special tax leads to complacency, slows down library's 
spirit of enterprise; prefers lump-sum annual appropriations. 


Harry C. Bauer, Director of Libraries at the University of 
Washington, in the Wilson Library Bulletin 


In the current success story, “Twen- 
ty-five Crucial Years of the St. Louis 
Public Library,” Charles H. Compton 
tells of the trials and tribulations of a 
large public library sustained by a spe- 
cial library mill tax. The book, though 
not written for such a purpose, reveals 
that a * is ae best way to 
support a library program. 

About. the only good thing that can 
be said of such a tax is that it is better 
than nothing. In fact, a library mill tax 
is nearly always bad and the St. Louis 
provides an excellent 
case history in delineating the inequities 
and iniquities of the tax. 

The worst thing about the mill tax is 
that it amounts almost to taxation with- 
out representation, In St. Louis, for 
instance, voterg decided in 1901 that 
the tax should be two fifths of a mill. 
Livy | took no subsequent action until 
1 > 


Thus the voters of 1901 determined 
what taxes their descendants should 
pay in 1945. Another curse of the mill 
tax is that it seldom provides adequate 
revenue for good library service, Cer- 
tainly, it never has in St. Louis and this 
explaing why there have been so many 
“crucial years.” 

The most suitable alternative to the 
mill tax is a lump sum appropriation 
voted annually by the city council or 
by the Board of Aldermen as it is called 
in St. Louis. 

Libraries have operated successfully 
for many years under both types of 
support but those libraries that rely 
upon annual appropriations seem to 
thrive better than the ones sustained 


by mill taxes. 
Since it ides stability and #- 
curity, the library mill tax has an ap- 


peal to many librarians. However, these 

are actually detriments for they lull 

librarian and library board into com- 

cea and tend to slow down an en- 
brary system. 

e mill tax assures an annual in- 
come but at the same time places a 
ceiling on the amount of money that 
can be realized. Because the tax is so 
safe and sure, a li board is apt 
to be cautious and, for fear of “rocking 
the boat,” to be dilatory about seeking 
to augment library income. 

The consequence is that a library 
sustained by a mill tax runs continu- 
ously but always in low gear. The li- 
brary supported by annual appropria- 


tions might felicitously be likened to 


a hydramatic car; it may get off to a - 


slow start and may have to slow down 
from time to time but, once under way, 
there is no “mill tax governor” to pre- 
vent it from moving ahead as fast as 
the traffic will bear. 

The situation in St. Louis bears this 
out. From 1901 to 1946 the library aper- 
ated on the fixed “gear ratio“ of. two 
fifths of a mill on the $1 valuation. 

The question rises, why didn’t the 
library board scuttle its assured means 
of support and appeal to the Board of 
Aldermen for annual appropriations? 
There are good reasons why. 

Changes of this nature are no simple 
matter, The misfortune is that a library 
should have had to resort to a mill tax 
in the first place. Once a mill tax is 
accepted as the method for financing 
a library there is not much that can be 
done to rectify matters. 

This is not to suggest that the 
pioneers of St. Louis were ill-advised 
in adopting a mill tax. It may have 
been the only way to launch a library 


When a city is founded, the residents 
are mostly concerned with their physi- 
cal well-being. The thought of estab- 
lishing a library usually comes later, by 
which time anticipated revenues have 
often been pre-empted by older munici- 
pal departments. 

Where is the money for establishing 
a library_to come from? It can hardly 
be taken away from existing depart- 
ments. The logical conclusion is to ask 
the voters to levy a mill tax. 

This probably happened in St. Louis 
back in 1885 when the library act was 
passed by the Missouri Legislature. 

Residents of St. Louis have enjoyed 

good library service ut low cost. They 
must realize this for every time they 
have been asked to increase the levy, 
they have complied by generous ma- 
jorities. 
In 1893 they voted for a tax of one- 
fifth of a mill. In 1901 they voted to 
increase the tax to two fifths of a mill. 
In 1946 ray added another fifth of a 
mill and in 1952 they raised the ante to 
one mill. 

They have never repudiated the I 
brary. They cannot be charged with con- 
serva „ Why successive library 
boards waited 45 years before appealing 
to the voters is hard to explain, but 
with the mill tax there is ever the temp- 
tation to let sleeping dogs lie.

International Ballade ers’ 
Sing With Ease at the 
Principia.

Josef Marais and Miranda who 
bill themselves as “International 
Balladeers” presented a decided- 
ly international program in a 
recital at Howard Hall, The 
Principia, last night. “Universal” 
would be a better word to de- 
scribe this remarkable pair for 
while the songs they sang were 
drawn from the grass roots of 
many cultures their style would 
have been as effective with any 
kind of music at any level. 

Their chief attribute was a re- 
laxed simplicity which made it 
seem that what they were doing 
was not being produced but was 
just occurring and more or less 
spontaneously. But their sub- 
tlety of shading, exactness of 
timing, flawless enunciation and 
projection, together with their 
imaginative evocation of mood 
and spirit were the hallmarks 
of art and not nature. 

Throughout most of the pro- 
gram they sang in two-part har- 
mony tossing the lead back and 
forth from stanza to stanza. 
Sometimes it was a dialogue be- 
tween Marais’s resonant bari- 
tone and Miranda’s light flexi- 
ble soprano. Sometimes Miranda 
(Mrs. Marais in both public and 
private life) wreathed the tune 
with an innocent obblizato. Jo- 
sef Marais played an expressive 
guitar accompaniment for all 
numbers. 

The folk music of South Afri- 
ca was most numerously repre- 
sented beginning with the poig- 
nant “Sarie Marais” and ex- 
tending through marching songs, 
campfire songs and songs lit up 
by a homely folk humor. But 
they also sang American, Eng- 
lish, Belgian, Scotch and Dutch. 
One of their most effective 
groups was the one based on 
the chants of the Zulu and Ban- 
tu tribes. 

These were described as 
“musical impressions.” The 
primitive feeling was preserved 
but the sensibilities of the in- 
terpreters elicited qualities that 
would certainly not be evident 
to the ordinary tourist. It must 
be assumed, too, that the process 
of interpretation also gave a 
wider and more poetic meaning 
to the more strictly rendered 
folk music than it could possibly 
have in a state of nature. 

The greatest part of the pro- 
gram was light and humorous; 
and one, it might be added that 
delighted the junior members 
of the audience as much as the 
elders. Miranda, is not only a 
singing artist of great distinc- 
tion but a charmer too.

Bennett has 
the active support of Congress- 
man Dewey Short of Galena, 
and other party chieftains in the 
Southwest Missouri Republican 
stronghold, who are demanding 
that the job be awarded to their 
section of the western judicial 
district. 

Other Backing. 

Bennett also is reported to 
have the support of A. D. (Bud) 
Welsh of Ladue, Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman for Mis- 
souri, and State Republican 
Chairman Perry Compton of 
Montgomery City, who have a 
strong voice in the appointment 
because Missouri has no Repub- 
lican United States Senator. 

Welsh told the Post-Dispatch

And Quiet in England

LICE PARKER'S seven-month lecture and 
study tour of England, which ended with her 
recent return to her post as acting dean of 
Lindenwood College in St. Charles, turned out 
to be a happy holi- 
day from angry 
voices, impatient au- 
to mobile horns, 
noisy children and 
blaring radios. She 
says she heard none 
the whole time she 

was gone. 

She calls it “a 
tempo geared to the 
preservation of the 
human nervous sys- 
tem.”

“I 
still meen know how my nerves took those first 


few hours. ’ 

“In Great Britain, there is a beautiful reduc- 
tion of noise. You are seldom caught in a traf- 
fic jam. Motorists wait patiently and politely 
for pedestrians to cross the street, and they only 
use the automobile horn to signal other motor- 
ists. A new driver has a big L' for learner on 
his car and everyone else waits for him, There's 
no great blare in th” ear to get the poor new 
driver more confused than ever.”

SENT TO ENGLAND under auspices of the 
British-American Association, which exists for 
the dissemination of correct information between 
the two nations, Miss Parker gave 66 lectures to 
schools and org tions and took a study 
course at Oxford contemporary English lit- 
erature. But in order to learn as much about 
the people themselves as she could, she spent. 
much of her time in their homes. ' 


“And never was I in a noisy home the whole 
time I was there,” she said. “Even the children 
move quietly. No one turns on a radio and lets 
it blare forth all day as we do here. He selects 
the programs he wants to hear and the radio 
is silent the rest of the time. 

“The B.B.C, frequently broadcasts a reminder 
in the evening to ‘turn down the wireless’ so 
it won't annoy the neighbors.” 

Everywhere she went, in shops or on busses, 
she found the same quiet atmosphere. 


IN HER INFORMAL VISITS with the British, 
she found the national morale good. “They 
seem to be solving their problem of supply,” she 
said. “There is a great deal of reconstruction 
going on and with it there is a general spirit of 
confidence. They have a quiet kind of courage. 

“But I discovered that they are not nearly 
so afraid of Communism as we are. They are 
aware of the evils of Communism and they 
hate it just as we do, but they don’t seem to 
worry for fear anyone could undermine the 
fabric of the British form of Government, and 
they are surprised at our attitude. 


“They we have been unduly alarmed and 
not sufficiently confident of our own laws and 
Government.” 


THE BRITISH PEOPLE, she found, are “anx- 
fous to respect the United States, to think well 
of us.” But they ked searching questions 
about the American way of life—ranging from 
the old West to the Negro problem, and the 
Daughters of the American Revolution to gar- 
den clubs, They were amazed at some of the 
answers, amused at others. 


“One of the most popular lecture subjects 
was, The Part Played by Clubs in the Ameri- 
can Woman's Life,’ and I tried to head off the 
impression of the housewife who fritters her 
time away in sevefal organizations without ac- 
complishing anything. I pointed out that by our 
constant organizing, we are attempting to bring 
a sense of order to society, and that many of 
the clubs do a very fine work. 

“The reaction to that—and this came from 
high school students—was, first, ‘How much do 
they cost?’ and, second, ‘What does the Ameri- 
can husband think about it?’ 

“When 1 told them that occasionally Ameri- 
can husbands did some baby-sitting while their 
wives went to club meetings, they looked a little 
skeptical. ‘ 

“And they laughed at the idea of organizations 
whose membership is based on descent from 
certain ancestors. Because their history goes 
back so much further than ours, they don’t feel 
the need for underlining a continuity with the 


past.

TELLS OF NON-WRITES: 
FAST RISE N CITIES 


Professor Says Growth Cre- 
ates Problems for So- 
cial Workers. 


In the years between 1940 


and 1950 non-white residents of 
American cities of more than 
50,000 population increased 
nearly five times as fast as 
white residents, Prof. Ira De A. 
Reid said here last night. 

As a result, Prof. Reid said, 
non-Whites are becoming the 
“hard-core population” of major 
metropolitan communities and 
the situation is creating many 
serious problems for social 
workers. 

Prof. Reid, author, assistant 
editor of the American Socio- 
logical Review and former social 
economist with the United States 
Social Security Board, addressed 
the annual meeting of the 
Wheatley Branch Y.W.C.A., 3709 
Locust street. 


“Let us spell out some of these 
problems which are becoming of 
increasing importance to this 
new hard-core population,” he 
said. “The second-hand house, 
the no-longer- needed neighbor- 
hood social agency, the mis- 
placed school, the cluttered and 
overparked street, the class- 
conscious zoning, the over-all 
creeping obsolescence and the 
lack of personalized leadership. 

“In planning to improve the 
situation the responsibility for 
effecting changes will rest with 
a smaller and smaller proportion 
of the white population remain- 
ing in the city area. It promises 
to necessitate reconsideration 
and revision of our tax formula,

welfare and public service costs, 
political boundaries, school dis- 
tricts and similar services and 
agencies. 


“Here are people whom we 


who are being faced with the 
additional dilemma and neurosis 
of all city dwellers—that of liv- 
ing under conditions which shat- 
‘ter the human nerves, paralyze 
the human body, twist the hu- 
man mind and break the human 
spirit. 


“Yet people need cities and 
cities need more and more peo- 
ple, we are told. Is it necessary 
to establish new criteria for the 
planning of human relations in 
the urban community, criteria 
that will permit us to regard 
class, color, race and religion as 
desirable attributes for good hu- 
man relations rather than sym-

SIOUX FALLS, S.D., Feb. 13 
(AP) — Senator Mundt (Rep.), 
South Dakota says that “not 
one” of 2200 persons reported 
ousted from federal jobs in the 
past year has elected to bring 
his case before an appeal board. 
“And they (the Democrats) 
don’t dare to defend them,” the 
Senator told a Lincoln day audi- 
ence of 300 Republicans in Sioux 
Falls last night. 


“Bleeding heart liberals are 
shedding crocodile tears that in- 
justice has been done,” he went 
on. “They are trying to needle 
and prod us into giving a 
breakdown of dismissals by cate- 
gories ..., 

“But all the jabs and snide 
attacks on the FBI, security 
board and congressional com- 
mittees is not going to stop us 
from successfully concluding a 
job so tardily started by the 
Democrats and now substantial- 
ly under way.

‘Howard Hughes, the man who 
made Jean Harlow famous, 
sought to buy all the assets of 
RKO Pictures, a money loser to 
the extent of $20,000,000. Hughes 
offered $23,000,000, a price that 
would net stockholders $6 a 
share. He’d get back some $7,- 
500,000 of that because he him- 
self owns a third of the stock. 

Range of Prices. 
On Monday, RKO Pictures 
ed on 200, shares at 
$5.37% up $2.50 and a record 
high. It had a turnover that day 
of 487,200 shares. For the week 
the total was 756,800 shares and 
the price closed at $5.25, up 
2.37%. 
The value of a money loser 
if merged with money makers 
lies in tax credits. RKO Pictures 
also has valuable films that could 
be sold to television stations, it 
was said. 

The other venture that high- 
lighted the stock market was a 
move by Robert R. Young to get 
control of New York Central 
Railroad, a $2,600,000,000 prop- 
erty and the second largest rail- 
road in the world. 

Young, former head of Chesa- 
peake & Ohio, tried to get on the 
board of Central and be its 
chairman through a vote of the 
present management. They 
turned him down. He then de- 
clared war and said he would 
take his case to the stockhold- 
ers’ meeting on May 26. 

Immediately heavy buying de- 
veloped in Central stock. It rose 
to $25.50, equaling the high 
since 1951. It closed the week 
at $25.12, up $4.374%. Turnover 
in the issue amounted to 344,400 
shares for the week. It was be- 
lieved that interests for both 
sides in the fight were buyers 
of the stock. Shorts caught be- 
tween this buying were squeezed.
